97th  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  present  report  covers  the  first  completed  year’s  work  ^  j 
in  the  new  Hospital,  and  on  that  account  is  of  special  interest,  i  j

The  opening  ceremony  took  place  on  Jan.  22nd,  but  as 
this  was  dealt  with  at  length  in  last  year’s  Report  no  further  | 
reference  to  it  is  now  necessary.  J 

As  indicating  the  continued  interest  H.R.H.  Princess 
Mary  takes  in  our  Hospital  a  very  acceptable  gift  towards 
the  Christmas  festivities  was  received  from  her. 

At  the  time  of  the  Opening  neither  the  Private  Wards 
nor  the  Maternity  Department  were  in  operation.  These  were 
completed  very  shortly  afterwards  and  Private  Wards  were 
first  used  at  the  beginning  of  February,  and  the  Maternity 
M  ards  a  month  later. 

A  year’s  work  in  the  new  building  has  demonstrated  that 
the  task  of  converting  an  old  Castle  into  an  efficient  Hospital 
has  been  carried  out  in  a  remarkably  successful  manner  by 
the  architects.  Few  difficulties  have  been  encountered,  and 
these  have  been  easily  overcome.  Work  has  been  carried  on 
with  efficiency  and,  as  the  finances  show,  economy. 

The  Hospital  has  been  visited  by  a  number  of  Doctors 
from  other  districts,  and  they  have  spoken  in  the  highest 
terms  of  the  building  and  facilities  for  treatment. 

The  process  of  completing  the  alterations  has  been  long 
and  tedious,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  year  work  has  been 
going  on.  The  engineer’s  quarters  have  been  completed  and 
in  occupation  for  some  months. 

The  room  set  apart  in  the  original  plan  for  Electrical 
Treatment  was  found  to  be  inadequate.  Plans  were  prepared 
for  a  much  larger  scheme,  but  in  view  of  the  cost  and  that 
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there  were  no  funds  available  the  Committee  were  compelled 
to  postpone  the  carrying  out  of  the  work.  This  difficulty  was 
surmounted  through  the  offer  of  Mr.  Wm.  Me.  Go  wan  to  defray 
the  entire  cost.  The  alterations  are  now  almost  completed, 
and  this  useful  Department,  which  will  be  in  charge  of  Dr. 
Robertson,  will  be  in  operation  within  a  few  weeks'  time. 

In  last  year's  Report  it  was  stated  that  between  three 
and  four  thousand  pounds  were  required  to  cover  the  cost  of 
the  alterations.  The  completed  accounts  have  not  as  yet 
been  received,  but  it  is  known  that  this  figure  will  be  con¬ 
siderably  increased.

Further  donations  towards  the  cost  of  the  alterations 
have  been  received  from  Mr.  Wm.  Mc.Gowan  £400,  and 
Mr.  A.  Saxon  Snell,  £50. 

All  the  available  assets  in  the  New  Inhrmary  Account 
have  now  been  realised. 

The  sale  of  the  old  Infirmary  was  completed.  The  pro¬ 
ceeds  were  applied  in  liquidating  the  accumulated  deheit  of 
;f3,768  19s.  id.  After  payment  of  expenses  the  balance  of 
£565  3s.  gd.  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  £752  5s.  8d. 
3i%  Conversion  Loan  and  now  forms  part  of  the  Invested 
Funds. 

These  funds  have  also  been  increased  by  the  investments 
of  the  money  in  hand  at  the  end  of  last  year  in  the  purchase 
of  £804  17s.  3d.  4j%  Conversion  Loan  and  £497  3s.  iid. 
3i%  Conversion  Loan. 

In  May  the  Committee  appointed  Miss  Makin  as  Matron, 
in  the  place  of  Miss  Kay,  who  had  been  Matron  since  1920. 
Miss  Makin  had  been  Acting-Matron  for  some  months  duiing 
Miss  Kay's  absence  through  illness. 

The  duties  of  the  Matron  have  been  very  heavy,  and  the 
best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  her  for  the  efficient 
way  she  has  carried  them  out.  In  August  Miss  Roberts  was 
appointed  Assistant  Matron  and  has  very  ably  assisted  Miss 
Makin. 


Summary  of  Income  and  Expenditure. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  financial  position  was 
carefully  considered,  and  though  the  expenditure  was  bound 
to  be  greatly  increased  the  Committee  were  hopeful  that  in 
view  of  the  advance  to  2d.  per  week  in  Workmen’s  Contribu¬ 
tions  and  to  the  other  contemplated  steps  for  increasing 
income  the  requisite  amount  would  be  raised. 

The  unfortunate,  long  drawn  out  industrial  dispute  upset 
all  calculations. 

In  1925  Workmen’s  Contributions  were  £2,500  and  were 
estimated  to  produce  at  least  £3,500.  Actually  they  were 
only  £2,166.  Hospital  week,  which  produced  £448  in  1925, 
after  various  postponements  was  abandoned. 

No  income  was  received  in  the  second  half  of  the  year 
from  the  large  holding  in  Whitehaven  Harbour  Bonds,  and 
the  general  income  was  naturally  affected  in  other  directions. 

In  spite  of  these  adverse  circumstances  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  Income  from  usual  sources  reached  the  large 
amount  of  £6,390.  The  most  notable  increase  comes  under 
the  head  of  Payments  by  or  on  behalf  of  Patients. 

The  receipts  were  £1,057  ^^s.  3d.,  an  increase  of  no  less 
than  £685  los.  lod.  This  was  due  to  the  amount  received 
from  patients  in  the  Private  Wards,  viz.,  £634  iis.  lod.,  and 
grants  from  Approved  Societies  amounting  to  £91  5s.  7d. 

The  receipts  from  the  Maternity  Ward  were  disappointing, 
but  this  was  due  to  industrial  conditions. 

Agreements  were  made  with  both  the  County  and 
Borough.  Each  Authority  reserved  a  bed  and  agreed  to 
pay  a  minimum  yearly  amount  of  £100.  This  period  does 
not  expire  till  the  end  of  March.

the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Myles  Kennedy  ;  Alexandra  Day,  £171  ; 
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Whitehaven  Operatic  Society,  £101  ;  Infirmary  Bah,  £106  ; 
Messiah  Concert,  £128  ;  Ennerdale,  £51  ;  Eskdale,  £30  ; 
Egremont,  £2y. 

Revenue  fell  far  short  of  Expenditure,  which  amounted 
to  £8,211. 

This  deficit  has  in  part  been  covered  by  again  making 
use  of  Mr.  Walker's  gift  and  a  further  gift  of  £500  received 
from  Mr.  Wm.  Me.  Go  wan. 

Active  steps  are  being  taken  to  augment  Income.  Meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  in  various  districts.  Local  Committees 
have  been  formed,  and  with  settled  industrial  conditions  a 
great  increase  in  revenue  is  expected  to  follow. 

As  was  to  be  expected  the  volume  of  work  increased 
very  considerably. 

U  The  accommodation  is  now  90  beds  and  6  cots.  The 
11  number  of  in-patients  was  1,284,  against  1,073,  an  increase 
1 1  of  20%,  and  the  number  of  operations  1,000,  as  against 
904^ — an  increase  of  10%.  The  average  daily  occupation  was 
70  as  against  55  last  year.  The  average  stay  of  each  patient 
was  20  days  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

vSince  opening,  the  Private  Wards  have  been  in  constant 
use  and  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  have 
used  them. 

There  have  been  46  patients  in  the  Maternity  Ward. 
This  is  a  smaller  number  than  was  anticipated.  The  patients 
sent  in  by  the  County  were  very  few.  Now  that  the  facilities 
are  better  known  a  large  increase  in  numbers  is  anticipated. 

Expenditure  amounted  to  £8,211.  This  works  out  at  an 
annual  cost  of  £117  6s.  od.  an  occupied  bed,  and  a  daily 
cost  of  6/5  per  patient. 

These  figures  correspond  very  closely  with  the  results  of 
other  hospitals  of  a  similar  size,  details  of  which  are  given  in 
the  report  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  indicate  that  the 
work  has  been  done  efficiently  and  with  due  regard  to  econom^L 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death,  during  1926, 
of  a  number  of  active  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  notably 
Mr.  George  Hodgson  and  Mr.  Wilson  Eranks. 


]\Ir.  Hodgson,  late  Bank  Manager,  had  served  continu¬ 
ously  for  the  long  period  of  36  years  as  Hon.  Treasurer  of 
the  Institution.  He  was  a  life  governor  and  annual  sub¬ 
scriber  for  many  years  and  always  exhibited  a  warm  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  Wilson  Franks,  C.A.,  was  Hon.  Auditor  for  hfteen 
years  np  to  1913,  when  he  joined  the  Committee  and  was  an 
active  and  useful  member  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
practical  knowledge  of  accountancy  was  frequently  of  great 
service  to  the  Institution. 

Mrs.  Higgins,  Hereford  (formerly  Miss  Fletcher,  of 
Parkside,  Frizington)  was  an  annual  governor  for  many  years, 
and  at  her  death  left  a  legacy  of  £50  to  the  Hospital  of  her 
native  district. 

Alderman  Davis,  J.P.,  Mr.  J.  R.  Thompson,  Mi.  C.  H. 
Pattinson  and  Mr.  George  Robertson,  well-known  residents 
of  Whitehaven,  were  warm  supporters  of  the  Institution  and 
had  all  been  annual  subscribers  for  long  periods. 

During  the  year  an  intimation  was  received  of  a  very 
important  bequest.  The  late  Mr.  James  Wilfred  Marsden, 
of  Nelson,  New  Zealand,  a  nephew  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  C.  Brown, 
of  Hazel  Holme,  left  stocks  in  the  London  and  North  Western 
and  Midland  Railways  of  the  face  value  of  £5,837,  and  an 
actual  value  of  about  £3,400,  to  the  Hospital  to  form  a  J.  C. 
Brown  Bequest  Fund. 

Certain  legal  questions  have  arisen  owing  to  the  amalga¬ 
mation  of  these  railways,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  course 
of  the  year  the  bequest  will  be  handed  ovei. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  ser¬ 
vices  rendered  during  the  year  by  the  Hon.  Surgeons,  Drs.
